To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $46,750.00  for 
General  Government. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13250.00  for 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,699.00  for  the 
purpose  of  compensating  the  Roxbury  Police  Department  for  summer  patrols  at  Otter 
Brook  Park.  These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  town  through  the  US  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers.  The  appropriation  does  not  effect  the  Town's  tax  rate,  but  to  be 
properly  expended  a  vote  is  required. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,700.00  for  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00,  as  its  fair 
share  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  ambulance  service. 


Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,982.32  for 
Summer  and  Winter  road  maintenance. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $29,017.68  for 

highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  comment:  These  funds  for 
expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  the  Town's  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended  a  vote  is 
required. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,192.00  to  be 
paid  for  Solid  Waste  Disposal  and  Recycling  Center  privileges  in  the  town  of 
Marlborough  . 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for 
community  participation  in  the  City  of  Keene's  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Program. 

Article  ll:To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  purpose 
of  Pest  Control.  Formerly  we  paid  for  pest  control  out  of  the  police  budget. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$500.00  for  Town  Welfare  and  emergency  assistance  to  the  Town  Poor. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,300  to  support 
Southwestern  Community  Services,  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services, 
The  Community  Kitchen  INC.  and  Monadnock  Family  Mental  Health  Services. 

This  includes  an  additional  payment  of  $363  to  Meals  on  Wheels  which  is  one  of  the 
services  provided  by  Home  Health  Care. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 

anticipation  of  taxes  and  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  interest  expense. 

Article  15:To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the 

building  improvements  to  the  Town's  Meeting  Hall,  Offices  and  other  Town  Buildings. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  replacement  of  the  Town's  six  wheel  ATV. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be 
added  to  the  Road  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.

$30,000  from  the  Road  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  pay  for  paving  2000 
feet  of  Houghton  Ledge  Road  from  route  9  to  the  end  of  the  Class  V  portion  of  this  road 
which  is  just  beyond  Mary  Ann  Kristiansen's  driveway. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  town,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Title  III  Chapter  41  Section  41 .33  of 
N.H.  Law,  will  vote  to  change  the  method  of  compensation  of  the  Tax  Collector  from 
1.0%  of  total  collected  taxes  to  a  yearly  salary  of  $1,500.00  per  year  plus  fees  collected 
from  lien  procedure  and  1 .0%  of  timber  taxes  and  land  use  change  taxes  collected.

November,  1981,  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Planning  Board  to  prepare  and  amend  a 
recommended  program  of  capital  improvements  projected  over  a  period  of  at  least  six 
years  in  accordance  with  RSA  674:5. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  approve  the  various  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  proposed  unanimously  by  the  Roxbury  Planning  Board.

Report  of  the  Roxbury  Road  Agent 

Last  year  we  spent  $13,789  on  summer  maintenance  of  our  roads.  Other  than  the  routine  tasks  like 
cleaning  out  leaves  from  ditches  and  cutting  brush  and  dead  trees,  the  majority  of  the  summer  expenditure 
was  for  grading  roads,  trucking  gravel  and  replacing  one  culvert  each  on  Houghton  Ledge  and  Horse  Hill 
Roads  and  two  culverts  on  Middletown  Road.  The  overall  expenditure  on  summer  maintenance  was 
considerably  below  budget  this  year. 

Many  thanks  are  again  due  to  Bill  Coutts  and  his  crew  for  keeping  the  roads  safe  during  the  winter 
months.  Expenditures  for  winter  maintenance  were  also  down  significantly  this  year,  as  the  winter, 
although  cold,  was  not  as  severe  with  regard  to  snow  and  ice.

Report  from  the  School  Board  Representative 

Monadnock  Regional  School  District 
Fiscal  Year  2004  -2005 

Parts  of  this  article  also  appear  in  the  Roxbury  Report  newsletter.  I  apologize  for  the  duplication. 

It  certainly  has  been  a  very  active  year  on  the  school  board.  As  you  may  know  I  sit  also  on  the  Facility  and 
Finance  Committees.  We  started  in  May  looking  at  plans  of  how  to  expand  the  high  school.  After  many  meetings, 
the  Facilities  Committee  voted  to  amend  the  original  plan  of  the  "Building  to  the  Future"  Committee.  Thank  you  to 
all  who  worked  on  the  original  "Building  to  the  Future  Committee".  The  22  classrooms  will  be  built  off  of  the  back 
corridor  of  the  Jr./  Sr.  High  School.  This  will  allow  for  the  7*  and  8*  graders  to  be  separated  from  the  high  school 
except  for  the  use  of  the  gym,  cafeteria,  library,  and  auditorium.  Future  plans  will  allow  for  further  separation  in  the 
gym  and  auditorium.  It  was  decided  that  total  separation  in  the  cafeteria  was  too  expensive.  However,  with  the 
cafeteria  expansion  that  is  going  on  now,  it  will  allow  for  more  room  in  the  food  distribution  area  and  a  separate 
sitting  area  for  the  upper  classes.  We  will  be  cutting  the  ribbon  for  the  cafeteria  when  school  returns  after  the  winter 
break.  Stop  in  for  a  visit  sometime. 

A  1 0-year  bond  will  fiind  the  22  classrooms.  This  will  carry  a  4.5%  interest  rate.  After  much  consideration 
of  "pay  a  you  go"  or  bonded,  it  was  decided  the  less  tax  impact  will  be  to  bond  the  building.  This  will  save  money 
because  with  "pay  as  you  go"  we  are  paying  for  the  set  up  and  take  down  of  each  phase  of  building.  There  were 
also  fire  escapes  that  would  have  to  be  moved  in  each  phase  and  different  firewalls  constructed  when  you  build  in 
phases.  By  building  the  structure  all  at  the  same  time  we  can  save  time  and  money.  The  bond  also  can  take 
advantage  of  the  states  reimbursement  of  57%.  The  first  year  cost  to  taxpayers  is  .09  cents  per  $1000  of  assessed 
value;  it  is  an  interest  only  payment.  After  that  it  will  cost  .30  cents  per  $1,000  of  assessed  value  or  $30  on  a 
$100,000  home  in  year  two  and  decrease  each  year  after  to  $16  in  year  ten.  Please  give  me  a  call  if  you  want  more 
information. 

If  you  have  been  reading  the  paper  you  will  see  that  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  School  Board  actually 
came  to  an  agreement  on  supporting  the  classrooms  and  the  budget.  Those  of  you  who  know  the  working  of  these 
two  entities  know  that  this  is  no  small  task.  It  was  actually  quite  amazing  to  witness  these  two  groups  be  willing  to 
compromise  on  the  budget  and  the  classrooms.  Even  the  harshest  critics  of  the  board  were  willing  to  bend  a  little 
and  take  a  leap  of  faith.  As  a  result  of  this  the  board  voted  to  come  down  in  their  numbers  of  the  budget  and  the 
budget  committee  agreed  to  meet  us  at  this  number  which  is  $28,612,000,  which  is  LESS  than  the  default  budget. 
The  Budget  Committee  work  very  hard  on  this  budget  developing  teams  who  adopted  a  school  and  then  went  into 
the  schools  and  interviewed  the  principals  and  researched  the  schools  needs.  This  budget  is  a  result  of  their  hard 
work,  and  the  board's  willingness  to  compromise.  It  will  require  some  cuts  to  make  it  work  but  members  of  the 
Budget  Committee  and  myself  have  suggested  that  all  the  non-human  line  items  be  looked  at  before  we  start  cutting 
people.  It  is  now  up  to  the  administration  to  adjust  the  budget  and  come  back  to  the  Finance  Committee  who  will 
review  the  cuts  before  being  presented  to  the  full  board.  I  believe  one  of  the  main  reasons  to  have  a  lower  budget 
this  year  is  so  that  we  can  get  these  classrooms  built.  I  have  said  all  along  that  we  can't  have  both.  If  we  want  these 
classrooms  we  need  to  have  a  lower  budget.  Hopefully  the  voters  agree.  Thank  you  to  Nancy  Johnson  for  all  her 
hard  work  on  the  Budget  Committee. 

One  of  last  year's  complaints  was  that  there  was  no  "plan"  for  the  district.  I'm  happy  to  report  that  fellow 
school  board  member  Colline  Dreyfuss  and  myself  have  written  the  next  "Capital  Improvement  Plan".  This  is  a 
result  of  the  Facility  Committee  members  adopting  a  school  and  taking  tours  of  the  facility  and  interviewing  the 
principals.  Then  each  Facility  member  wrote  a  summary  of  the  schools  problems  and  building  needs.  The 
committee  discussed  the  different  schools  and  prioritized  the  needs.  Then  we  took  into  consideration  any  financial 
factors  that  were  coming  up  in  the  next  few  years,  such  as  teachers  and  staff  contracts.  All  of  this  was  organized 
and  the  result  is  the  new  CIP  plan.  The  CIP  was  handed  out  at  the  Deliberative  Session.  If  you  would  like  a  copy, 
the  SAU  office  has  them  or  you  can  contact  me  and  I  will  get  you  one.

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  warrant  articles: 

Article  1  is  the  22  classrooms  @  $3,500,000.00.  School  Board  &  Budget  Committee  Recommends 

Article  2  is  the  budget  @  $28,612,000.00.  School  Board  &  Budget  Committee  Recommends. 

Article  3  is  the  Honeywell  project.  School  Board  Recommends.  Budget  Committee  doesn't  recommend. 

Article  4  is  the  SAU  Budget  that  was  pulled  out  of  the  regular  operating  budget.  SB  &  BC  recommend. 

Article  5  is  the  maintenance  article  for  $245,700.00.  SB  &  BC  recommend. 

Article  6  is  the  Special  Education  trust  fund.  SB  &  BC  recommend. 

Article  7  is  to  put  money  into  our  Capital  Reserve  Fund  from  state  building  aid.  SB  &  BC  recommend. 

Article  8  is  to  put  $100,000.00  SB  recommends.  BC  did  not  recommend  at  the  original  amount  of  $300,000. 

However,  at  the  Deliberative  Session  one  of  the  Budget  Committee  amended  the  Article  to  $100,000. 

Article  6  emd  8  are  only  funded  if  there  is  money  left  over  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Articles  9  through  Article  16  are  all  petition  articles. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  take  a  moment  and  acknowledge  the  tax  increases  that  we  have  all  endured.  I'm 
disappointed  in  the  rise  in  our  tax  rates.  Last  year  I  was  told  that  the  50/50  formula  would  bring  the  towns  school 
tax  rates  more  in  line  with  each  other.  Before  the  50/50  the  rates  were  ranging  from  approximately  $9.00  to  $21, 
Roxbury  being  the  lowest.  The  formula  changed  and  in  the  first  year  the  rates  were  more  like  $  1 5  to  2 1 .  This  year 
the  rates  are  from  $10  to  $21,  Roxbury  being  the  second  highest  after  Fitzwilliam.  It  is  a  crazy  system  and  one  that 
should  be  revamped.  Too  bad  our  state  legislators,  senators  and  governor  can't  figure  it  out.  Here's  an  idea,  how 
about  a  "District"  school  tax,  any  math  geniuses  out  there  that  could  figure  that  out?  Instead  of  the  towns  having 
their  own  school  tax,  the  dollar  amount  that  needs  to  be  raised  for  the  schools  in  our  district  would  be  distributed 
out  evenly  over  the  entire  district.  Everyone  would  pay  the  same  rate.  It  might  end  the  feuding  between  the  towns. 
Anyone  with  any  other  ideas  please  give  me  a  call.

What  adding  these  classrooms  means  to  the  Monadnock  Regional  School  District. 

The  addition  of  22  Classrooms  would  allow 

>  Separate  grades  7  and  8  from  the  9""  through  12""  graders. 

>  Keep  special  education  programs  in  district.  The  autism  program  and  other  special  education  programs  that  keep  children  in  their 
home  district  help  keep  our  special  education  costs  down  while  providing  children  with  effective  programs  that  meet  their  needs. 

>  Expand  course  offerings  with  the  talents  of  our  existing  staff. 

>  Educate  our  students  in  facihties  that  are  up  to  date  and  safe. 

>  Provide  all  children  in  the  district  with  effective  learning  spaces. 

What  about  the  existing  needs? 

>  The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  will  continue  to  renovate  and  upgrade  the  existing  space.  Examples  of  this  effort  are 
the  expansion  of  the  cafeteria  -  deh  line  area  and  the  renovation  of  labs  and  classrooms  to  date. 

How  much  will  it  cost? 

>  The  cost  of  the  construction  is  $3,500,000.  This  does  not  include  $876,750  in  interest  over  the  years  of  the  bond. 

>  57%  or  $1,995,000  that  will  be  refunded  to  the  district  by  die  state  over  the  10  year  period  of  the  loan,  but  the  district  must  fund 
the  project  up  front. 

>  Over  the  10  years  of  the  bond,  the  tax  rate  will  be  at  its  highest  the  second  year.  That  second  year  payment  will  be  $30  per 
$100,000  home.  The  payment  will  decrease  each  year  after  that  until  the  final  year,  which  will  be  $16  per  $100,000  home.  The 
first  year  payment  is  for  interest  only  and  will  be  $9  per  $100,000  home. 

The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  School  Board's  Facilities  Committee  is  committed  to  a  multi-year  improvement  of  the 
district's  facilities  in  their  five  year  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

The  CIP  spans  from  2006  to  2010.  It  includes  maintenance  as  well  as  Capital  Improvements  and  takes  into  consideration 
financial  factors  such  as  teacher's  upcoming  contracts  and  staff  contracts.

In  order  to  meet  an  increased  demand  for  services,  the  Forest  Protection 
Bureau  was  reorganized  into  three  regions  with  smaller  Forest  Ranger  Districts  and  over  the  last  several 
years  we  have  added  two  Forest  Rangers.  The  fifteen  state  fire  towers  were  the  first  to  report  on  many 
fires  throughout  the  state  and  they  completed  many  other  projects  on  the  low  fire  danger  days.  The  state 
implemented  a  program  called  Tower  Quest  to  help  citizens  learn  about  fire  towers  and  the  need  to  protect 
New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  The  United  States  celebrated  Smokey  Bear's  60""  birthday  in  2004,  and 
celebrations  were  held  throughout  the  state.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fu^e  department  and  the 
state's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  smart  and  fire  safe!

TOWN  REPORT  FOR  2004 

The  Roxbury  Police  Department  had  a  very  exciting  year.  Normal  patrolling  was 
done  off  and  on,  as  problems  arose,  but  due  to  several  grants,  special  patrols  took 
place  from  the  end  of  July  to  the  first  of  October.  During  this  special  patrol, 
emphasis  was  given  to  Babbage  Dam,  Otter  Brook  Dam,  Woodward  Pond  Dam, 
Class  six  roads  and  Branch  Road.  It  takes  a  lot  of  planning  to  give  the  best  police 
coverage  from  the  budget  that  is  pasted  at  town  meeting  and  the  extra  grant  funds 
come  in  handy  for  needed  patrols.  Investigation  time,  court  time  and  administration 
time  were  up  slightly  and  normal  patrol  time  was  about  average,  compared  to  last 
year.  Automotive  complaints  and  civil  complaints  seem  to  be  on  the  increase.  Again 
I  would  request  that  if  you  see  something  suspicious  to  report  it  right  away,  as  it 
may  help  us  with  something  we  are  already  working  on.  We  are  not  on  patrol  on  a 
full  time  basis,  so  it's  hard  to  know  if  there  is  a  problem  in  your  area,  unless  you 
report  it.

ROXBURY  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Roxbury  Highway  Safety 
Committee  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the  Middletown  Road  Traffic 
Investigation  Survey.  The  number  of  complaints  that  came  into  the  police  department 
during  the  past  years  showed  the  need  for  a  traffic  survey  on  the  Middletown  Road  and 
Branch  Road.  This  led  to  the  recommendation  that  the  speed  Hmit  be  lowered  to  20  MPH 
from  the  S-curves  to  the  Branch  Road  intersection,  which  would  include  the  playground 
area.  This  is  a  legally  posted  speed  zone,  according  to  RSA  265:63  (Alteration  of  Limits). 
It  also  let  the  Town  of  Roxbury  obtain  a  Radar  Patrol  Grant  for  Branch  Road.

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  time  to  commend  and  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Hazard  Mitigation  Team  for  giving  so  much  of  there  time  for  the  organization  of  the 
Mitigation  Team,  which  will  allow  the  South  West  Regional  Plarming  Commission,  to 
obtain  a  grant,  that  will  allow  the  Town  of  Roxbury  to  meet  a  FEMA  mandate  to  have  a 
Town  of  Roxbury  Hazard  Mitigation  Plan  in  place  for  the  town.  One  of  the  biggest 
benefits  for  the  town  is  that  it  will  be  in  line  for  Federal  Fimds  for  improvements  and 
disasters  that  may  occur.

Half  the  cost  was  donated  by  David  ford,  $5000  was  in  capital 
reserve.  The  town  appropriated  about  $4000.  This  vehicle  now  is  in  full  service,  but  is 
still  being  set  up  for  proper  police  patrols.  A  new  state  digital  2-way  radio  was  installed, 
by  a  grant  from  the  state  (no  cost  to  town).  A  cage  between  the  front  and  rear  seat  was 
installed  for  officer's  safety  and  another  one  for  the  rear  seat  is  now  installed.  Due  to  the 
increased  actively  with  the  cruiser,  annual  maintenance  is  on  the  rise.  Once  again  this 
vehicle  is  a  much  needed  vehicle,  as  it  has  4-  wheel  drive  and  allows  us  to  answer 
complaints  in  bad  weather,  especially  to  those  residences  that  have  burglar  alarms  in 
summer  homes  where  the  driveways  are  not  plowed.  Many  accidents  also  occur  on  the 
hilly  areas  of  the  town.

I  would  like  to  take  a  minute  and  provide  you  with  a  little  insight  about  the  new 
equipment  and  direction  of  the  police  department.  As  all  of  you  are  aware,  the  United 
States  of  America  has  encountered  one  the  worst  tragedies  in  its  history.  The  terrorist 
attacks  on  the  innocent  people  of  this  great  country  cannot  be  tolerated  and  law 
enforcement  is  on  the  front  line  of  defense  on  the  local  level.  A  great  deal  of  changes  will 
occur  during  the  next  few  years,  for  all  of  us,  which  will  directly  affect  the  police.  We 
will  do  our  best  to  keep  up  with  the  changes  and  the  towns  needs,  so  please  bare  with  us 
because  your  assistance  and  cooperation  will  be  appreciated  and  needed.  Due  to  this  these 
actions  the  Roxbury  Police  will  be  attempting  to  apply  for  appropriate  grants  to  assist  us 
in  providing  extra  protection  to  the  town. 

One  of  the  big  changes  to  the  local  towns  is  the  dispatch  center.  The  sheriffs 
department  will  be  taking  over  the  local  police  dispatch,  which  means  that  all  of  the 
town's  existing  mobile  and  portable  radios  may  be  extinct.  The  new  radio  system  will  be 
a  digital  radio  communication  system,  which  means;  only  digital  radios  will  operate  on 
the  system.  In  the  near  future  new  portable  radios  will  have  to  be  obtained,  to  insure 
officer  safety  and  increase  police  communication  efficiency.  The  police  dispatch 
telephone  number  has  also  changed.

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2004  ROXBURY  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  January  the  Board  continued  an  ongoing  revision  of  the  Roxbury  Zoning  Ordinance,  planning  to  present  it  for  a 
vote  at  town  meeting  in  2005.  The  revised  Ordinance  was  readied  in  time  for  a  January  2005  hearing.  A  proposed 
Phased  Development  provision  will  require  both  a  Capitol  Improvement  Plan  and  an  updated  Master  Plan,  so  this 
provision  will  be  put  on  hold  until  another  year. 

Three  subdivisions  were  requested  during  2004: 

1 .  In  May  Robert  and  Cheryl  Burroughs  applied  for  a  three-lot  subdivision  on  Houghton  Ledge  Road  and  Route  9. 
After  a  public  hearing  on  June  2nd,  and  two  meetings  to  work  out  further  details,  the  subdivision  was  approved 
unanimously  on  July  7th. 

2.  In  June  Joseph  and  Particia  Oyer  applied  for  a  two-lot  subdivision  on  Dillingham  Road.  After  a  public  hearing 
on  July  7th  the  subdivision  was  approved  unanimously. 

3.  In  July  Seaver  and  Betsyan  Gilcreast  applied  for  a  two-lot  subdivision  on  Horse  Hill  Road.  After  a  public  hearing 
on  August  4th  the  subdivision  was  approved  unanimously. 

The  planning  board  meets  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00pm  in  the  town  Hall.

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  Jay  Blanchard  from  The  Keene  Monument  Company 
paid  a  visit  to  our  cemetery  to  assess  the  restoration  needed.    Many  stones  need  to  be 
straightened  and  those  that  cannot  be  repaired  can  be  replaced  with  a  raised  marker. 
Work  can  be  spread  out  over  the  next  few  years.  Mr.  Blanchard  suggests  we  start,  however, 
by  straightening  some  of  the  older  stones.    Steve  Yardley  continues  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
maintenance  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  we  thank  him  for  his  on-going  mowing  and 
brush  cutting  efforts. 

I  am  happy  to  welcome  two  new  Cemetery  Trustees:  Lynn  Bueckner  and  Christopher 
Kauffer.  Lynn  has  mapped  out  the  Roxbury  Cemetery  so  we  will  have  a  clear  cut  idea  of 
who  is  where!!   Due  to  the  age  of  our  cemeteries,  this  is  particularly  important  from  a 
historical  point  of  view. 

The  Trustees  will  meet  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  several  issues a  written  Rule  of 

Residency  regarding  the  burial  of  long  time  residents  or  members  of  their  families  who 
have  moved  away;  a  Trustee  Job  Description  and  various  State-suggested  burial  regulations. 

While  none  of  this  is  a  pressing  concern  at  the  moment it  could  easily  become  one.    As 

noted  in  last  year's  report,  most  local  cemeteries  have  regulations  concerning  locations, 
decorations  and  maintenance  of  gravesites.   (Roxbury,  actually,  has  never  had  any  of  these 
particular  problems  but  it  does  need  to  figure  out  the  "lay  of  the  land"  and  what  types  of 
gravesites  we  can  accommodate  in  the  future.)   Because  State  laws  concerning  cemeteries 
are  becoming  more  sophisticated,  we  ought  to  consider  getting  some  guidelines  down  on 
paper. 

The  Cemetery  Trust  funds  continue  to  be  invested  in  CD's  with  the  Bank  of  New  Hampshire 
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and  MBIA  -  the  NH  Public  Investment  Pool.  The  combined  Kingsbury,  Davis  (2),  Nye,  Clark, 
Eveleth,  Philips  and  Roxbury  Cemetery  funds,  in  individual  CD's  with  the  Bank  of  NH, 
earned  a  combined  interest  total  of  $6.47  (1.09%)  from  January  to  December,  2004.    The 
MBIA  Cemetery  trust  earned  a  total  of  $24.04  and  the  Pyne  Trust  earned  $119.99  (1.30%)  for 
the  2004.  For  further  Capital  Reserve  and  Pool  Plus  Fund  information,  please  refer  to  the 
following  Report  of  Reserve  Funds. 

The  appropriate  forms,  as  required  by  the  State  of  NH,  are  reviewed  by  our  Town  Auditor, 
AUce  Funk  and  mailed  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office  by  the  March  1st  deadhne.

The  polls  were  declared  open  at  6:30  p.m.  and  closed  at  8:30  p.m.  Of  thel54  registered 
voters,  64  cast  ballots.  The  minutes  of  the  2003  Town  Meeting  were  approved. 

Article  1 :  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year:

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12500.00  for 

salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  Motion  made  by  Selectmen  to  amend 
this  article  to  read:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12500.00  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department  and  an  additional 
$10,000.00  to  fund  Special  Details.  Article  passed  as  amended.  Selectmen's  note:  This 
additional  money  needs  to  be  included  to  bring  the  town  into  compliance  with  RSA:5-3  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Regulations.  The  money  for  this  increase  in  the  police  budget  does 
not  come  from  taxes  but  from  wages  and  cruiser  rental  earned  from  traffic  control  for 
construction  companies  during  the  summer  and  other  activities  for  which  compensation  is 
received  from  sources  other  than  the  town  of  Roxbury. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,651.00  for  the 

purpose  of  compensating  the  Roxbury  Police  Department  for  the  summer  patrols  at  Otter 
Brook  Park.  These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  town  through  the  US  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers.  The  appropriation  does  not  affect  the  Town's  tax  rate,  but  to  be 
properly  expended  a  vote  is  required.  Motion  carried. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,250.00  for  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  carried. 
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Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  the 

Capitol  Reserve  Fund  for  replacement  of  the  Town's  six  wheel  ATV.  Motion  carried. 
Discussion  included  the  comment  that  at  present  the  trade  in  value  of  our  vehicle,  a  two 
person  summer  use  only  type,  is  $2,500.00.  However  at  the  current  rate  of  saving  the 
vehicle  will  have  no  trade  in  value  when  we  have  enough  money  to  buy  another  one. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00,  as  its  fair 
share  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  ambulance  service. 

Motion  carried. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,090.31  for 
Summer  and  Winter  road  maintenance.  Motion  carried. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $23,909.69  for 
highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  comment:  These  funds  for 
expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  the  Town's  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended  a  vote  is 
required.  Motion  carried. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,975.15  to  be 
paid  for  Solid  Waste  Disposal  and  Recycling  Center  privileges  in  the  town  of 
Marlborough  .  Motion  carried. 

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for 
community  participation  in  the  City  of  Keene's  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Program.  Motion  was  made  to  amend  this  article  to  read:  the  sum  of 
$500.00.  Article  passed  as  amended.  Discussion  centered  on  the  fact  that  $200.00  pays 
for  two  collection  days  which  seems  sufficient  for  the  Town.  However  if  we  need  to  pay 
for  all  twelve  days  for  $500.00  the  money  needs  to  be  in  the  article  passed. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$500.00  for  Town  Welfare  and  emergency  assistance  to  the  Town  Poor. 

Motion  carried. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  support 
Southwestern  Community  Services,  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services, 
The  Community  Kitchen  INC.  and  Monadnock  Family  Mental  Health  Services. 

Motion  carried. 

Article  14:To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00  for  the 

upkeep  of  Cemeteries.  Motion  carried.  Discussion  centered  on  the  fact  that  in  future  we 
will  have  to  expend  some  money  to  fix  the  stones  as  illustrated  on  page  32  of  this  Town 
Report. 
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Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 

anticipation  of  taxes  and  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  interest  expense. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  wall  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the 
contingency  fund.  Motion  carried. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $519.00  to  pay  our 
Annual  Dues  to  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association.  At  the  1996,  March  12 
Town  Meeting,  the  town  voted  to  join  the  Municipal  Association.  Motion  carried. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  as  the 
Town's  planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  for 
financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  plaiming,  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other 
programs  of  the  commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and 
Federal  Funds  available  for  planning  purposes,  and  to  defray  other  charges  from  this 
agency.  Motion  carried. 

Article  19:To  see  if  the  Tovra  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the 

building  improvements  to  the  Town's  Meeting  Hall,  Offices  and  other  Town  Buildings. 
This  money  will  be  used  to  rebuild  the  handicapped  ramp  to  meet  State  standards.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be 
added  to  the  Road  Capitol  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  Motion  carried. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be 

added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established  for  the  Town  Police  Vehicles. 
We  received  a  new  ATV  by  virtue  of  a  Federal  Grant.  Motion  carried. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be 

added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  fiiture  reevaluation  as  previously  established. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to 

establish  a  CapitolReserve  Fund  for  a  new  Tax  Map  and  to  continue  to  designate  the 
Selectmen  as  agents  of  this  fimd.  Motion  carried. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  town  acting  under  the  authority  or  RSA  231:22-a  will  vote  to  re-classify 
400  ft.  of  Houghton  Ledge  Road,  which  is  now  subject  to  gates  &  bars,  as  a  class  V 
highway.  Passed  over. 
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Article  25:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  said  meeting. 

The  redesign  of  the  handicap  ramp  will  necessitate  moving  the  soda  machine  out  front 
which  had  been  installed  to  provide  refreshment  for  users  of  the  basketball  court. 


"The  Roxbury  Report"  a  volimteer  publication,  was  heartily  praised. 

A  discussion  involving  opinion  and  information  regarding  our  involvement  in  the 
Monadnock  Regional  School  District  with  the  consensus  to  explore  all  options  since  our 
per  pupil  cost  has  increased  significantly. 

The  Pot  Luck  Supper  was  especially  well  attended  this  year.  We  may  have  to  buy  more 
tables  in  the  near  future. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10  p.m.
